Tho following predictions of Professor 
Foster in regard to the coming winter do 
not agree with the goose-bone. He pre- 
dicts great and destructive storms from 
the 1st to the 17th of December. During 
that time some of the most destructive 
winter storms of recent ytars will occur. 
These storms will be much of the nature 
j us the great blizzard of January last. 
I Heuvy snow and high winds will greatly 
1 impede railwuy travel, and he advise* the 
I railways to prepare for blockades that 
will occur in the Western States about 
December 5, and reaching the Eastern 
States about December 9. These storms 
will break off the drouth in the Soutli- 
ctistern States. There will also be ener- 
getic electrical disturbances that willaffect 
telegraph and telephone lines.

Mayor and Board of Councihncu 
of the City of Frankfort: — It is a 
pleasing incident in the history of 
Frankfort's great Centennial that 
Thanksgiving Day has been select- 
ed as the time for turning over 
the Centennial Records to you as 
their proper custodians, in trust 
for countless generations yet un- 
born. It was In the original plan 
of the Centennial that tins agree- 
able service should have taken 
place as part of those most inter- 
esting public ceremonies which 
were observed in the presence of 
assembled thousands, in the State 
House square, on the 6th of Octo 
ber; but more important features 
filled the printed programme for 
that occasion, and we are here to 
day, still filled with all the delight- 
ful memories of that delightful 
event, to discharge this trust, and 
wind up our glorious Centennial: 
to bid farewell — a long, loving and 
last farewell — to the century that 
has gone, and to hail with becom 
ing joy the nevv century that rises 
to our view. 

As early as April, in maturing 
the general plans of the Centen- 
nial, the thought occured to me, 
that Kentucky's Capital City, at 
the close of her first century, was 
in possession of sufficient culture 
and intelligence to justify her peo- 
ple in making what some have call- 
ed a new departure in celebrating 
her first Centennial — -that we 
might venture a step beyond 
mere decorations, barbecues, street 
parades, Martha Washington balls 
and other mere physical charms 
and delights of a single day, and 
while not ignoring any of these, 
still look bey owl t/nm all to some- 
thing more enduring — something 
that would not perish with the 
hour, or pass away with the pass 
ing day— something that would re 
main as a permanent blessing to 
ourselves and to our children, and 
to our children's children, and serve 
to recall the principal facts and 
features of an entire century long 
alter the pleasant feasting, the joy- 
ous music and dancing, the gor- 
geous pageantry of the street pa- 
rade, the agreeable memories of all 
the friendly meetings and greet- 
ings of 30,000 happy people are 
forgotten forever. 

With such thoughts as these in 
my mind 1 took the liberty of ad- 
dressing a circular letter to the 
principal public officers, heads of 
departments, churches, schools, 
corporations and societies in 
Frankfort, as well as to a large 
number of our oldest and most in- 
telligent citizens, requesting them 
to prepare and furnish written re- 
ports covering such material facts 
and incidents as were to be found 
within their reach, in any way con- 
nected with the history of Frank- 
fort since the town was establish- 
ed. 

The highest compliment that 
can be paid to the intelligence 
and culture of our people may be 
found in the fact, that this new 
feature, in so planning a Centen- 
nial as to gather together into one- 
body all the material facts, litera- 
ture and history of an entire cen-

In receiving this trust from my 
hands you have the right to know 
what I am turning over to your 
keeping, and I will give you a 
somewhat general schedule: the 
list is quite too lengthy to permit 
me to so much as call even the 
names of all who have contributed 
these reports. 

PARTIAL LIST OF PAPERS TURNED 
OVER. 

In the first place, you will find 
the large C-ntennial Register, 
presented by John C. Herndon, a 
former citizen of Frankfort, now a 
member of the publishing house of 
Bradley & Gilbert Co., of Louis- 
ville. This book is made of the 
most durable material, weighs 
some 60 pounds and is believed to 
be large enough to contain the 
registry of 25,000 or 30,000 per- 
sons, and is so arranged and ruled 
as to allow each person to give 
his post-office address and business, 
with the names of his father, 
mother and children, with a suffi 
cicnt space for incidental remarks 
of interest concerning his family or 
himself. In this register may be 
found the names of several thou- 
smd of our best people, with such 
biographical and statistical re- 
marks concerning themselves or 
their families or other matters as 
they were pleased to put on record. 

The large desk on which this 
register rests was presented by 
Staten & Dehoncy, a furniture 
firm on St. Clair street. The 
desk is of pure Kentucky black 
walnut, and was manufactured by 
the Mason & Foard Co. , at the Ken 
tucky Penitentiary. It contains 
between 30 and 40 large sized 
pigeon holes, or boxes, as you 
will observe, suitable for preserv- 
ing the Centennial reports. The 
work on this cesk, including the 
gilt lettering, was done by two 
life convicts in the prison 

The 70 or 80 statistical, scicn 
tific, prose and poetical reports so 
contributed, and found in this desk, 
were prepared by as many differ- 
ent officers, ministers, scholars and 
citizens of culture and ability, and 
all handed to :r.e with the under- 
standing that in due time they 
should be turned over to the 
authorities of the City of Frank- 
fort, and preserved in some prop- 
er way, not merely to please and 
refresh the glowing memories of 
those who were present and par- 
ticipated in the grand Centennial 
ceremonies, which called forth 
these remarkable productions, but 
preserved for the use and benefit 
of future ages. 

These records cover a wide field 
— a vast empire — and embrace al- 
most every material fact and strik- 
ing incident in any way connected 
with Frankfort and her citizens 
during the first 100 years of her 
eventful existence. 

They contain the original con- 
tract under which the carpenters 
built the old Love House, on 
Wapplng street, near the Cotton 
Factory. This contract was writ 
ten in 1784, and the paper is well 
preserved and but little inferior to 
the paper of the present day. The 
old house has perished, and Jas. 
G. Dudley now resides in a hand- 
some mansion standing on the 
same spot. This old house had a 
history and has it yet, although 
the building itself has long since 
crumbled to dust; for this was the 
house in which Aaron Hurr and 
his co-conspirators held there mid 
night cabals to devise ways and 
means to destroy the young Re- 
public, which it was their sworn 
duty to support; and the same 
house in which the rural belle oi 



and hir> diamonds trampled under 
foot on one side of the ocean, and 
his affections scorned on the other 
by a plain girl in a calico dress. 

They also show in what year the 
wooden bridge was built, and the 
names of every keeper from that 
day to this; and how many genera- 
tions of the poor have been sup- 
plied with their winter's wood from 
the generous drift-pile above the 
piers; when the first and second 
State Houses were burned in 181 1 
and 1824, and even the time of 
day when the fires occurred, and the 
very sluggish mode of managing 
fires in that day, when fire-engines 
and hook and ladder companies 
were unknown; the year in which 
La Fayette honored Frankfort 
with a visit; and not only the year, 
but the very day and hour and j 
the very spot, when and where 
Heauchamp was hung for the as-' 

sassination of Sharpe; who drove 

the cart, and who tied the rope, 
and the names of those whose 
curiosity prompted them to be I 
present on the hill to see a human 
being hung, who would have died 1 
himself in a few hours without the ! 
aid of cither the hangman or the 
rope; also the year that Santa An 
na was here on his way to Wash- 
illgton City, as a prisoner of war, | 
after the battle of San Jacinto; and 
how he and General Almonte 
Staid all night at the old Stephens j 
tavern, two miles from town, with 
the names of the hero worshippers 
who were graciously permitted to 
sleep in the same house, and even 
in the same room that night, and 
what a good-looking large and 
straight and tall Indian Almonte- 
was; where the celebrated school- 
house of Keene OTIara stood on 
the public square; and where B. 
B. Sayre and Phillip S. Fall kept 
their separate academies in those 
days, and trained the boys and 
girls who have since adorned the 
best society, and honored the 
State; when the first steam-boat 
seen on the Kentucky river, 
where she was built, how much 
she cost, and who piloted her from 
Frankfort to Bear Grass; the year 
in which the wonderful railroad 
cars first came down the hill, who 
came in them .and how many 
mules were required to pull them 
back up the hill again, on their 
way to Lexington; how many; 
high tides we have had in the 
Kentucky river since 18 17, as 
marke'd by Prank Wurtz, on his 
cedar post at the lock, and how 
many feet or inches the one was 1 
higher or lower than the other, j 
and what days of the week ami 
even the hours of the day when 
the waters began to fall; the exact j 
• number of the celebrated Milam ■ 
fishing-reels that have been manu- 
factured in the last quarter of a 
century; in what countries on this 

ind the other side of the ocean they 

have been used, and the average 
price for which they have been sold 
to the lovers of the sport; also the 
names of those brave boys who, 
obedience to their country's 
call, went to Mexico under Capt. 
Milam, 40 years ago, and the sad. 
short list of the only ones of this 
gallant company of soldiers who 
are still alive and able to answer 
the roll call. 

If the future searcher of these 
records should tire of mere tie- 
tails, and prefer to take in, at a 
single glance, a beautiful view of
